offender.

Section 1. Section 77-27-21.7 is amended to read:
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77-27-21.7. Sex offender restrictions.

(a) "Minor" means an individual who is less than 18 years old;

(2) For purposes of Subsection (1)(b)(1)(F), a sex offender is subject to a victim

requested restriction if:

(a) the sex offender is on probation or parole for an offense that requires the offender to

register in accordance with Title 77, Chapter 4, Sex and Kidnap Offender Registry;

(b) the victim or the victim's parent or guardian advises the Department of Corrections

that the victim elects to restrict the sex offender from the area and authorizes the Department of

Corrections to advise the sex offender of the area where the victim resides; and

(¢) the Department of Corrections notifies the sex offender in writing that the sex

offender is prohibited from being in the area described in Subsection (1)(b)(1)(F) and provides

a description of the location of the protected area to the sex offender.

(3) A sex offender may not:

(a) be in a protected area except:
